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Carlot railway shipments of manufactured and commercial COMMOTT PLES 
originating in the State of Massachusetts and delivered to 32 predominantly 
agricultural States west of the Mississippi end south of the Potomac and 
Ohio Rivers, anereased 42.5 percent in weight in the first two years after 
the Federal Government inougurated agricultural recovery measures in 1953. 


The fact was developed in a survey of more than half a million 
loniginel railway freight waybills and waybill abstracts in the offices of the 
16 principel railroads dolivering the shipments to the: agricultural States. 


In this study the le-monta period ended June 30, 1933, immediately 
preceding the operation of the agricultural adjustment and other programs, 
was designated as tvear Ls the succeeding 1é-month period ended June 30, 
1934, the first full year after beginning of these measures, Was designated 
as "year 2!; and the 12 months ended June 30, 1935, a8 'vear 3." 


Total weight of carlot shipments from Massachusetts, together with 
the changes from year to year, were as follows: In year 1 the total wes 
73,296,000 pounds; in yeor 2 it was 103,428,000°pounds or a gain of 41.1 
percent; in year 3 it’ was 104,446,000 pounds, @ gain of 1 percent over the 
year 2 poundage and of 42.5 percent over the year 1 figure. 


Carlot shipments of monufactured and industrial goods from 16 nighly 
industrialized States cast of the Mississippi and north of the Potomac and 
Ohio Rivers, to agricultural areas, over the railroads studied, goined 60.1 
percent in year 3 as compared to year 1. The gain in year & over year as 
was 38.7 percent, ond that in year 3 compared to year 2 was 15.4 percent. 


Notional form cash incéme amounted to $4,377,000,000 for the year 
1932; to $5 , 409,000,000 for 1983; to $6,227,000,000 for 1934; and to 
$7,201,000, 000 for 1935. The shipments of goods produced in hiassachusetts 
end shipped to agricultural areas nave increased along with the increase in 
fori income. 


of course, for all commodities, In addition 
to the increased purchasing power of farmers, end the exercise of that purch- 
aging power, there were other factors not apparent through examination of 
freight waybills alone. There were changes in the channels of distribution 
and methods of troensportation, shifts in trade territory, ond other influences. 
However, carlot shipments represent 95 percent of the weight of the shipments 
of these commodities between regions by the roilroads handling them, and the 
indications of these figures are regarded as highly accurate both as to 
aggregate tonnages and tne trends which they display. 


Changes were not uniform, 
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The lundreds of articles produced in Massachusetts and shipped by the 
carload to the agricultural oreas were classified in this study; according 
to their principle uses, into four main groups each containing smaller 
groupings, as follows; °(1) The "ogricultural, group" made up of commodities 
used principally by farmers in their homes and on their farns, (2) the 
"domestic and personal" group, (3) the "industrial and commercial! group 
including goods used mostly in industry and commerce, and (4) the 
Neeneral" group, 


Shipments of goods from Massachusetts in the egricultural group showed 
the greatest gain among the four groups, in the 2-year period, with an 
advance of 177.7 percent in poundage in year 3 as compared with that of year l, 
Shipments in this group anounted to 894,000 pounds in year 1, to 2,140,000 
pounds in. year 2, end to 2,483,000 pounds in year 3, Shipments in year ¢ ; 
gained 139.4 percent over those in year 1, and shipments in year 3 gained 
16 percent over those in year 2. Shipments of wire and fencing, one of the 
items in this group, shcwéd'a rise from 732,000 pounds in year 1 to 2,327,000 
pounds in year 3, an advance of 217.9 percent. 


The greatest percentage gain in eny single sub-group was in refriger~ 
ation machinery of which 574,000 pounds was forwarded in carlot shipments 
from Massachusetts to agricultural areas in year 3 as compared with 24,000 
pounds in year 1, and 231,000 pounds in year 2. The percentage gain in 
poundage in year 3 as‘compared with year 1 was 2291.7 percent. 


None of the four groups showed a decrease in total poundage in year 
3 as compared with year 1. Certain commodities did show such decreases, which 
were more than offset by gains in other commodities, 


Shipments of commodities in the general’ group gained 60.4 percent in 
year 3 as compared with year 1. This group showed a gain of 27.3 percent in 
year 2 over year 1, a gain of 26 percent in year 3 as compared with year 2. 
Weights of shipments amounted to 22,982,000 pounds in year 1, to 29,248,000 
pounds intyear 2, and to 36,855,000 pounds in year 3. Shipments of bicycles, 
motorcyclés, etc., one of the items in this group, showed the greatest per-— 
‘centage gain in the 2-year period, totaling 381,000 pounds in year 3 as 
compared to 41,000 pounds in year 1, a gain of 1129 percent. Next came those 
of alcohol ond anti-freeze which rose from 72,000 to 587,000 polnds, or Flos 
percent, and those of soap which increased from 781,V00 pounds in year 1 to 
5,679,000 in year 6, or .627,1 percent,” Also important’ was the inereager i 
Shipments of drugs and chemicals which went from 1,991,000 to 5,200; 000 
pounds, a rise of 161.2 percent, and those of rubber and products, which 
advanced 151.6 percent, or from 692,000 to 1,741,000 pounds in the same 2= 
year period, 


The domestic end personal group containing 31 sub-groups of commodities 
showed increases of 50,3 percent in year 3 as compared with year 1, 15.4 per-— 
cent in year 3 over year 2, and 30.5 percent in year 2 over year 1. Weights 
of shipments in this group amounted to 9,514,000 pounds in year 1, to 
12,393,000 pounds in year 2, and to 14,300,000 pounds in year 3, In this 
group the greatest percentage increase was shown by radios and parts which 
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ndvenced from 30,000 pounds in year 1, to 329,000 pounds in year eee 
996.7 percent. Other notable rises in shipments in the c«-year period 
were recorded by gelatin which rose from 12,000 to 100,000 pounds, or 
733.3 percent; by cabinets and kitchen cabinets, which went from 14,000 
to 75,000 pounds, an inerease of 484.6 percent, py shoe polish, which 
advanced from 40,000 to 189,000 pounds, or 372,5 percent; and by stoves 
and heaters wnich increased 123.9 percent,.or from 519,000 to 1,162,000 
pounds, 


The industrial and commercial group, with 48 subdivisions, showed 

a gain of 27.3 percent in year 3 over year 1, In this group yeer © 
showed a decrease of 14.8 percent as compared to year 2, wrile yeartue had 
showed an increase of 49.5 percent over year 1. Weights of shipments in 
this group amounted to 39,906,000 pounds in year 1, to 59,647,000 in year 
2, and to 50,808,000 in-year 3. After refrigeration machinery shipments, 
those of cement and concrete products in year 3 showed the greatest increase 
of the items in this group, rising 17709,1 percent over those in year 1, or 
from 44,000 to 796,000 pounds, followed by insulstion shipments which rose 
1,123.5 percent, or from 68,000 to 832,000 pounds « tner increases of 
importance were those of machinery parts which adgvonced from 288,000 
pounds in year 1 to 1,393,000 pounds in yoar o, or G6.% percent; those 
of cables from 120,000 to 524,000 pounds, or 336,7 percent; in the period. 
mentioned; end those of electrical machinery from 2,037,000 to 5,629,000 

pounds, or 175.4 percent. Shipments of copper and brass products increased 
' “from 698,000 to 1,373,000 pounds, or 96.7 porcent; those of steel and iron 
products from 923,000 to 1,641,000 pounds, or 77,8 percent; and those of 
felt and carpeting from 695,000 to 1,243,000 pounds, oF 78.8 percent. 


Comparisons for all commodities in all groups are included in the 
following tabulation, It will be apparent that when shipments occurred 
in only one or two years of the three covered by the study, it is imprac- 
ticable to calculate percentage increases or decreases, for both year e@ 
and year 3. 


The shipments on which waybills were studied originated on more 
than “125 railroad lines in the industriel area and were delivered in the 
egricultural States by the following lines: Atchison, Topeka, & Santa Fe; 
Central of Georgia; Chicago, Burlington, & Quincy; Chicago, liilweukee, i

Carlot shipments of manufactured and industrial goods from 16 states 
east of the Mississippi and north of the Potomac and Ohio Rivers, to 
agricultural areas, over the railroads studied, gained 60.1 percent in year 
5 as compared to year 1.

Carlot railway shipments of manufactured and commercial commodities 
originating in the State of Ohio and delivered to 32 predominantly agricultural 
states west of the Mississippi and south of the Potomac and Ohio Rivers, in- 
creased 100.7 percent in weight in the first two years after Federal 
Government inaugurated agricultural recovery measures in 1933. 


This fact was developed in a survey of more than half a million original 
railway freight waybills and waybill abstracts in the offices of the 16 prin- 
Cipal railroads delivering the shipments bo the agricultural states. 


In this study the 12-month period ended June 30, 1933, immediately 
preceding the operating of the agricultural adjustment and other programs, was 
designated as "year 1": the suceeding le-month period ended June 30, 1934, the 
first full year after the beginning of these measures, was designated as Uveae ais 
and the 12 months ended June 30, 1935, as "year 3.!! 


Total weight of carlot shipments from Ohio, together with the changes 
from year to year, were as follows: In year 1 the total was 907,330,000 pounds; 
in year 2 it was 1,406,388,000 pounis or a gain of 55.0 percent; in year 3 it 
was 1,821,202,000 pounds, a gain of e9-5 percent over the year 2 poundage and 
of 100.7 percent over the year 1 figure. 


Carlot shipments of manufactured and industrial goods from 16 highly 
industrialized states east of the Mississippi and north of the Potomac and 
Ohio Rivers, to agricxltural areas, over the railroads studied, gained 60.1 
percent in year 43 as compared to year l. The gain in year @ over year 1 was 
58.7 percent, and that in year 5 compared to year 2 was 15.4 percent. 


National farm cash income amounted to $4,377,000,000 for the year 1932; 
to $5,409,000,000 for 1933; to $6,227,000,000 for 1934; and to $7,201,000, 000 
for 1935. The shipments of goods produced in Ohio and forwarded to agricultural 
areas have increased along with the increase in farm income. 


Changes were not uniform, of course, for all commodities. In addition 
to the increased purchasing power of farmers, and the exercise of that purchas- 
ing power, there wag other factors not apparent through examination of freight 


-waybills alone. There were changes in the channels of distribution and methods 


of transportation, shifts in trade territory, and other influences. However, 
carlot shipments represent 95 percent of the weight of the shipments of these 
Commodities between regions by the railroads handling them, and the indications 
of these figures are regarded as accurate both as to aggregate tonnages and the 
trends which they display. 


The shipments on which waybills were studied originated on more than 
1e5 railroad lines in the industrial area and were delivered in the agricultural 
States by the following lines: Atchison, topeka, & Santa Fe; Central of Georgia; 


Serie ees 


Chicago, Burlington, & Quincy; Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul, & Pacific; Chicago 
& North Western; Chicago, Rock Island, & Pacific; Great Northern; Illinois t 
Central; Louisville & Nashville; Missouri Pacific; Northern Pacific; St. Louis ( 
& San Francisco; Southern; Southern Pacific; Texas & Pacific; and the Union 
Pacific. 


The hundreds of articles produced in Ohio and shipped by the carload to 
the agricultural areas were classified in this study, according to their prin- 
Cipal uses, into four main groups each containing smaller groupings, as follows: 
(1) The "agricultural" group made up of commodities used principally by farmers 
in their homes and on their farms, (2) the "domestic and personal" group, (3) 
the "industrial and commercial" group including goods used mostly in industry 
and commerce, and (4) the "genral" group. 


Shipments of goods from Ohio in the domestic and personal group showed 
the greatest gain among the four groups, in the 2-year period, with an advance 
of 147.5 percent in poundage in year 3 as compared with that of year 1. Ship- 
ments in this group amounted to 47,625,000 pounds in year 1, to 80,020,000 
pounds in year 2, and to 117,849,000 pounds in year 3. Shipments in year 2 
gained 68.0 percent over those in year 1, and shipments in year 3 gained 47.3 
percent over those in year 2. 


The greatest percentage gain in any single item, with the exception of 
beer shipments was in coal tar, pitch, etc., of which 14,319,000 pounds were 
forwarded in carlot shipments from Ohio to agricultural areas in year 3 as 
compared with 373,000 pounds in year 1, and 10,336,000 pounds in year 2. The 
percentage gain in poundage in year 3 as compared with year 1 was 3,738.9 per- 
cent. Beer shipments gained 4600.0 percent in year 3 over year 1. Shipments 
of sewing machines increased 1,162.5 percent over year 1. 


None of the four groups showed a decrease in total poundage in year 3 
as compared with year 1. Certain commodities did show such decreases, which 
were more than offset by gains in other commodities. 


Shipments of commodities in the general group gained 104.8 perceny an 
year 3 as compared with year 1. This group shewed a gain of 36.2 percent in 
year < over year 1, and a gain of 48.2 percent in year 3 as compared with year 
ec. Weights of shipments amounted to 409,164,000 pounds in year 1, to 565,439,000 
pounds in year 2, and to 837,979,000 pounds in year 3, Shipments of gasoline, 
oil and. other petroleum products showed the greatest gain in the e-year period, 
totaling 144,802,000 pounds in year 3 as compared to 17,371,000 pounds in year 
1, a gain of 733.6 percent. 


Weight of shipments of bicycles and motorcycles gained 264.9 percent in 
year 5 as compared with year 1 and shipments of automobiles gained 183.4 percent. 


The agricultural group showed increases of 99.8 percent in year 3 as ty 
compared with year l,of 4.3 percent in year 3 over year 2, and 91.5 percent in 
year 2 over year 1. Weights of shipments in this group amounted to 17,265,000 
pounds in year 1, to 33,063,000 pounds in year 2, and to 34,491,000 pounds in 
year 3. 
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Weight of shipments of tractors and varts gained 240.3 percent in the 
two years. Carlot shipments of tractors weighed 8,773,000 pounds in year 3 as 
compared with 2,578,000 in year 1. Percentage increase in weight of farm im- 
plements and machinery was 175.5 in year 3 as compared to year l. 


The industrial and commercial: group showed a gain of 91.8 percent in year 
5 over year 1. In this group yerr 3 showed an increase of 14.2 percent as com-

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_,Carlot railway shipments of manufactured and commercial commodities 
originating in the State of Pennsylvania and delivered to 32 predominantly ogri- 
cultural states west of the Mississippi and south of the Potomac and Ohio Rivers, 
increased 77.8 percent in weight in the first two years after Federal Govern- 
ment inaugurated agricultural recovery mensures in 19383. Shipments of articles 
used primarily on farms increased 146.8 percent in the two years. 


’ These facts were developed in a survey of more than half a million original 
railway freight waybills and waybill abstracts in the offices of the 16 principal 
railroads delivering the shipments to the agricultural states. 


In this study the 12-month period ended June 30, 1933, immediately preceding 
the operation of the agricultural adjustment and other programs, was designated as 
"year 1"; the succeeding 12-month period ended June 30, 1934, the first full year 
after the beginning of these measures, was designated as "year 2"; and the 12 
months ended June 30, 1935, as "year 3." 


Total weight of carlot shipments from Pennsylvania, together with the changes 
from year to yenr, were as follows: In year 1 the total was 644,556,000 pounds; 
in year 2 it was 1,064,752,000 pounds or a gain of 65.2 percent; in year 3 it was 
1,145,864,000 pounds, a gain of 7.6 percent over the year 2 poundage and of 77.8 
percent over the year 1 figure. 


Carlot shipments of manufactured and industrial goods from 16 states east of 
the Mississippi and north of the Potomac and Ohio Rivers, to agricultural areas, 
over the railroads studied, gnined 60.1 percent in year 3 as compared to year l. 
The gain in year 2 over year 1 was 38.7 percent, and that in year 3 compared to 
year 2 was 15.4 percent.

National farm cash income amounted to $4,377,000 ,000/the year 1932; to 
$5,409,000,000 for 1933; to $6,227,000,000 for 1934; and to $7,201,000,000 for 
1935. The shipments of goods emanated ip Pennsylvania and shipped to agricultural 
areas have increased along with the increase in farm income. 


Changes were not uniform, of course, for all commodities. ‘In addition to 
the increased purchasing power of farmers, and the exercise of that purchasing 
power, there were other factors not apparent through examination of freight way- 
bills slone. There were changes in the channels of distribution and methods of 
transportation, shifts in trade territory, and other influences. However, carlot 
shipments represent 95 percent of the weight of the shipments of these commodities 
between regions by the railroads handling them, and the indications of these 
figures are regarded as accurate both as to aggregate tonnages and the trends 
which they display. 


The hundreds of articles produced in Pennsylvania and shipped by the car- 
load to the agricultural arcas were classified in this study, according to their 
principal uses, into four main groups each containing smaller groupings, as 
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follows: (1) the "agricultural group" made up of commodities used principally by 
farmers in their homes and on their farms, (2) the "domestic and personal" group, 
(3) the "industrial and commercial" group including goods used mostly in industry 
and commerce, and (4) the "general" group. 


Shipments of goods from Pennsylvania in the agricultural group showed the 
greatest gain among the four groups, in the 2-year period, with an advance of : 
146.8 percent in poundage in year 3 as compared with that of’ year 1. Shipments im 
this group amounted to 9,749,000 pounds in year 1, to 20,467,000 pounds in year 2, 
and to 24,058,000 pounds in year 3. Shipments in year 2 gained 109.9 percent over 
those in year 1, and shipments in year 3 gained 17.5 peroent -over those in year ¢. 


"The greatest gain in any agricultural item was in steel fence posts of which 
740,000 pounds were forwarded in carlot shipments from Pennsylvania to agricultural 
areas in year 3 as compnred with 260,000 pounds in year 1, and 619,000 pounds in 
“year 2. The percentage gain in poundage in year 3 as compared with year 1 was 184.6 
percent. Not far behind the percentage gain in shipments of fence posts was the 
increase in shipments of tractors and parts which advanced 182.4 percent in year 3 
as compared to year 1. 


4 None of the four groups showed a decrease in total poundage in year 3 as 
compared with year 1. Certain commodities did show such decreases, which were more 
than offset by gains in other. commodities. 


_ Shipments of commodities in the commercial and industrial group gained 138.0 
“percent in year 3 as compared with year 1. This group showed a gain of 102.5 
percent in year 2 over year 1 and a gain of 17.5 percent in year 3 as compared with 
year 2, Weights of shipments amounted to 245,311,000 pounds in year 1, to 
496,681,000 pounds in year 2, and to 583,755,000 pounds in year 3. Shipments of 
lead and products showed the greatest gain in the e~year period, totaling 421,000 
pounds in year 3 as compared to 33,000 pounds in year 1, a gain of 1175.8 percent. 


The domestic and personal group containing 37 commodity items, showed in- 
creases of 84.9 percent in year 3 as compared with year lofll.1 percent in year 
3 over year 2, and 66.4 percent in year 2 over year l. Weights of shipments in 
this group amounted to 47,206,000 pounds in year 1, to 78,564,000 pounds in year 2, 
and to 87,261,000 pounds in year 3. 


Weight of liquor shipments increased 1,365.9 percent in year 3 over year 1; 
Shipments of ginger ale increased 1155.9 percent; and carlot shipments of cereal 
beverages increased 1258.1 percent. Shipments of electrical appliances from 
Pennsylvania gained 520 percent in year 3 over year 1 and carlot shipments of 
radios and parts advanced 116.5 percent in the 2 years. On the other hand there 
were decreases in shipments of lawm mowers, sauces and extracts, electric lamps 
and fixtures, and some other items. 


~ The general group, with 27 subdivisions, showed a gain of 31.7 percent in 
‘year 3 ‘Ovér year 12. In. this group year 3. showed a decrease of 3.9 percent as com- 
pared to year 2, while year 2 had showed mn increase of 65.2 percent over year l. 
Weights of shipments in this group amounted to 342,290,000 pounds in year l, to 
469,040,000 pounds in yenr 2, and 450,790,000 in year 3. 


Weight of carlot shipments of coke from Pennsylvania advanced 488.6 percent 
in the 'two-years. Shipments of millwork and cooperage gained 364.0 percent in 
year 3 as compared with year 1, and shipments of trucks incréaséd 328.9 percent. 
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Comparisons for all commodities in all groups are included in the following 
tabulation. It will be apparent that when shipments occurred in only one or two 
years of the three covered by the study, it is impracticable to calculate percent- 
age increases or decreases, for both year 2 and year 3. 


The shipments on which waybills were studied originated on more than 125 
railroad lines in the industrial area and were delivered in the agricultural States

A study of freight waybills on carlot shipments of manufactured and in- 
dustrial commodities from 16 highly industrialized states to predominantly agri- 
cultural regions has revealed a general gain of more than 60 percent in the 
weight of these shipments since the inauguration of agricultural and other re- 
covery measures in 1933, In 1932, National farm income amounted to $4,377,000,- 
000, in 1933 it was $5,409,000,000; in 1954 it was $6, 227,000,000; in 1935 it 
was $7,201,000,000. Increased farm purchasing power in the agricultural States 
was reflected in increased shipments of tne products of the factories of the 
industrial areas, 


The waybill study covered only carlot shipments that originated in 
the 16 highly industrialized states east of the Mississippi and north of the 
Potomac end Ohio rivers and that were delivered in the 32 predominantly agri- 
cultural states west and south of those rivers, by 16 principal railroads 
serving the agricultural area. 


Totel weight of these carlot shipments from Rhode Is and points of 
6rigin to agricultural states showed an increase of 6.4 percent in the first 
12 months after June 30, 1933, as compared with the weight of shipments in the 
preceding 12-month period.

This fact was developed in a survey of more than half a million original 
railway freight waybills and waybill abstracts in the offices of ~ * +16 
principal railroads delivering the shipments to the agricultural states. 


In this study the 12-month period ended June 30, 1933, immediately 
preceding the operntion of the agricultural adjustment and other programs, 
was designated as "year 1". the succeeding 12-month period ended June 30, 1934, 


the first full year after the beginning of these measures, was designated as 


"vear 2"; and the 12 months ended June 30, 1935, as "year 3." 


Total weight of carlot shipments from Vermont together with the cha anges 
from year to year, were as follows: In year 1 the total was 11,417,000 
pounds; in year 2 it was: 16,359,000 pounds or a gain of 43.3 percent; in 
year 8 it was 23,210,000 pounds, a gain of 41.9 percent over the year 2 — 
poundage and of 103.3 percent over the year 1 figure. 


Carlot shipments of manufactured and industrial goods from 16 highly 
industrialized states east of the Mississippi and north of the Potomac and

percent in year 3 as compared to year 1. The gain in year 2 over year l 
was 38.7 percent, and that’ in year 3'compared to year 2 was 15.4 percent.

Changes were not uniform, of course, for all commodities. In addition 
to the increased purchasing power of farmers, and the exercise of that pur- 
chasing power, there were other factors not apparent through examination of 
freight waybills alone.

to the agricultural areas were classified in this study, according to their princi- 
pal uses, into four main groups each containing smaller groupings, as follows: 

(1) The "agricultural group" made up of commodities used principally by farmers in 
their homes and on their farms, (2) the "domestic and personal" group, (3) the 
"industrial and commercial" group including goods used mostly in industry and 
commerce, and (4) the "general" group. 


Carlot shipments of goods from Vermont in the general group showed the great- 
est gain among the four groups, in the 2-year period, with an advance of 194.2 per- 
cent in poundage in year 3 as compared with that of year 1. Shipments. in this group 
amounted to 1,248,000 pounds in year 1, to 1,887,000 pounds in year 2, and to 
3,671,000 pounds in year 3. Shipments in year 2 gained 51.2 percent over those in 
year 1, and shipments in year 3 gained 94.5 percent over those in year 2. 


The greatest percentage gain in any single item was in asbestos and products 
of which 3,732,000 pounds was forwarded in carlot shipments from Vermont to agri- 
cultural areas in year 3 as compared with 120,000 pounds in year 1, and 61,000 
pounds in year 2. The percentage gain in poundage in year 3 as compared with year 
1 was 3,010.0 percent, and 6,018.0 percent as compared with year ¢d. 


The greatest total weight of any single item was of stone and stone products. 
Carlot shipments of this item weighed 4,578,000 pounds more in year 3 than in year 
1. There were 7,581,000 pounds shipped in year 1 as compared with 12,159,000 
pounds in year 3, a percentage gain of 60.4 percent, and 11,551,000 pounds in yeara 


None of the four groups showed a decrease in total poundage in year 3 as 
compared with year 1. Certain come eiies did show such decreases, which were more 
than offset by gains in other commodities. 


As might be expected, shipments of commodities in the industrial and com- 
mercial group were not far behind the general group in gaining 92.8 percent in year 
3 as compared with year 1. This group showed a gain of 40.9 percent in year 2 over 
year 1, and a gain of 36.8 percent in year 3 as compared with year 2. Weights of 
Sinners emounted to 9,697,000 pounds in year 1, to 13,661,000 pounds in year 2, 
and to 18,692,000 pounds in year 3. 


_ The domestic and personal group containing 6 commodity items, showed in- 
creases of 79.4 percent in year 3 as compared with year 1, of 24.2 percentein year 
3 over year 2, and 44.5 percent in year 2 over year 1. Weights of shipments in 
this group amounted to 472,000 pounds in year 1, to 682,000 pounds in year 2, and 
to 847,000 pounds in year 3. 

Since carlot shipments of commodities in the agricultural group occurred only 
in year 2 and not in year 1 or year 3, comparisons between those years are in- 
possible. 


Comparisons for all commodities in all groups are included in the following 
tabulation. It will be apparent that when shipments occurred in only one or two 
years of the three covered by the study, it is impracticable to calculate percent- 
age increnses or decreases, for both year 2 and year 3. 


The shipments on which waybills were studied originated on more than 125 
railroad lines in the industrial area and were delivered in the agricultural States 
by the following lines: Atchison, Topeka, & Santa Fe; Central of Georgia; Chicago, 
Burlington, & Quincy; Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul, & Pacific; Chicago & North 
Western; Chicago, Rock Island, & Pacific; Great Northern; Illinois Central;
